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Report  of  the  Committee  of  Management 


We  greatly  regret  to  state  that  our  Chairman,  the  Marquess  of 
Londonderry,  has  been  obliged  to  resign,  owing  to  his 
numerous  other  engagements.  He  has,  however,  kindly 
agreed  to  join  the  Duke  of  Portland  and  the  Countess  of  Stamford 
as  the  Hospital’s  third  Vice-President. 

The  Hospital  has,  in  the  past  year,  lost  one  of  its  earliest  and 
most  constant  benefactors,  Miss  Maud  Bagster,  who  served  for 
many  years  on  our  Managing  Committee.  A  beautiful  font  has 
been  presented  to  the  Chapel  to  her  memory,  by  her  friend, 
Dr.  Isabel  Macdonald.

1942  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Hospital.  It  shows  an 
increase  of  161  In-Patients,  1,098  having  been  delivered  at 
Woolwich  and  Moatlands  compared  with  937  in  1941.  Our 
domiciliary  midwifery  has  also  increased  slightly  ;  41  mothers  have 
been  confined  by  us  in  their  own  homes,  but  we  are  still  obliged  to 
refuse  all  except  those  living  in  our  ifnmediate  neighbourhood. 
We  are  thankful  to  record  that  there  has  been  no  maternal  death 
among  either  In-Patients  or  Out-Patients. 

The  shortage  of  maternity  accommodation  is  being  severely  felt 
all  over  London,  and  the  Hospital  has  agreed  to  open  ten  more  beds 
if  means  can  be  found  to  erect  a  temporary  building. 

Our  friend,  Mrs.  Podmore,  the  owner  of  Moatlands,  has  given 
us  permission  to  connect  our  water  supply  with  that  of  the  local 
Water  Co.  as  the  spring  water  running  through  the  grounds  is 
inadequate  for  Hospital  needs.  The  work  has  just  been  completed 
at  a  cost  of  £140. 

Our  valuable  Resident  Medical  Officer  at  Moatlands,  Dr.  Grove, 
was  obliged  to  apply  for  six  months’  sick  leave,  her  place  being  taken 
by  Dr.  Agnes  Bennett,  from  New  Zealand  for  the  first  half,  and  by 
Dr.  Joseph  Smith  for  the  second.  We  were  very  grateful  for  their 
help,  but  were  delighted  to  greet  the  return  of  our  own  very 
experienced  officer  in  October.  Dr.  Waterfield  has  been  appointed 
Visiting  Obstetrician  to  our  Moatlands  branch. 

The  expenses  of  the  Hospital  have  been  greatly  increased  by  the 
obligation  now  laid  upon  us  to  pay  a  salary  to  pupil-midwives,  at  the 
rate  of  £28  a  year,  instead  of,  as  in  past  years,  receiving  training 
fees  from  them.  This  latter  deficiency  is  partly  made  good  by  the 
Government  grant,  which  is  paid  for  all  pupils  who  undertake  the 
second  part  of  the  Midwifery  training. 
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Our  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  the  Woolwich  Borough  Council 
tor  supplying  comfortable  three-tiered  bunks  with  wire  mattresses 
for  the  basement  shelters  ;  also  to  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services 
and  the  Red  Cross  Society,  who  undertake  between  them  the  greater 
part  of  the  transport  of  patients  to  and  from  Moatlands,  an  average 
of  five  cars  a  week.

The  Committee  would  like  to  convey  to  the  Medical  and 
Nursing  Staffs,  their  warm  appreciation  of  the  excellence  of  their 
work  during  the  past  year. 


Research 

While  there  is  work  which  urgently  needs  to  be  carried 
on,  the  resources  of  the  Research  Fund  are  nearly  exhausted. 
Hitherto  the  money  subscribed  has  been  devoted  to  solving 
the  difficulties  of  breast  feeding  and  the  results  achieved  are 
most  encouraging.  It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  methods 
based  upon  the  findings  are  being  adopted  elsewhere,  and  the 
Committee  sincerely  cotnmends  this  cause  to  the  generosity 
of  the  Hospital’s  supporters.  Details  of  the  work  will  be 
sent  in  reply  to  enquiries  addressed  to  the  Secretary  at  the 
Hospital. 

Report  of  the  Matron 

1942  has  been  a  record  year  for  the  number  of  mothers  and 
babies  cared  for  in  the  British  Hospital  for  Mothers  and  Babies  in 
one  year.  1,098  mothers  were  delivered  in  Hospital  and  41  on  the 
District.  I  am  thankful  to  report  that  there  was  no  maternal 
death  here  or  at  Moatlands.  There  were  twelve  sets  of  twins.  The 
still-birth  rate,  2.2%,  and  the  infant  death  rate,  0.6%,  are  the 
lowest  rates  to  which  we  have  attained.  The  Clinics  have  been 
busier  than  ever,  as  the  Hospital  has  undertaken  ante-natal  care 
for  many  expectant  mothers  evacuated  under  the  London  County 
Council  scheme.  The  total  number  of  women  who  attended  the 
Clinics  during  1942  was  3,060  ;  641  infants  attended  the  Infant 
Clinics  ;  295  women  the  Post-natal  Clinics.  We  are  still  refusing 
patients  at  the  rate  of  about  80  each  month.  The  shortage  of 
maternity  beds  in  London  is  very  serious  and  especially  in  the 
bombed  areas  where  the  increasing  birth  rate  is  faced  with  shortage 
of  Hospital  beds  and  with  the  alternative,  houses  unfit  to  live  in, 
not  to  mention  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  domestic  help. 

We  regret  the  enforced  resignation  of  Sister  Barker  for  family 
reasons.  She  has  been  on  the  Staff  since  1938  and  proved  a  very 


valuable  member  of  it.  Mrs.  Pointer  joined  the  Staff  in  June  as 
Assistant  Sister  Tutor,  and  also  shares  the  Clinic  work  with  Sister 
Neild.  She  is  a  most  welcome  addition  to  the  family.  22  pupils 
have  been  successful  in  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  examinations. 

We  have  great  cause  for  thankfulness  in  that  we  have  had  no 
further  injuries  to  our  buildings  during  1942,  and  that  we  have  had 
so  much  generous  help  from  the  Red  Cross  Nursing  Association, 
the  Women’s  Voluntary  Services  and  the  Red  Cross  in  the  transport 
service  to  Moatlands,  and  from  many  others  who  have  given  us 
voluntary  help  during  the  year. 

Her  Royal  Highness  The  Princess  Royal  has  most  graciously 
given  us  an  infant  cot  and  stand  this  Christmas.  We  are  astonished 
at  the  continued  generosity  of  our  American  friends  in  the  United 
States,  especially  Major  and  Mrs.  Richard  DeLamater  who  continue 
to  send  us  most  welcome  gifts.

War  Emergency  Fund 

Since  the  outbreak  of  the  War  the  Emergency  Fund  has  received 
in  contributions  the  sum  of  £l  1,539  and  during  the  year  1942 
which  covers  the  year  of  this  report  the  sum  of  £4,097  was 
received. 

The  Committee  are  desirous  of  expressing  their  deep  gratitude 
to  the  many  friends  who  have  continued  to  support  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  during  the  difficult  days  through  which  we  have  passed. 

Many  new  subscribers  have  been  added  to  the  list  during  the 
past  year,  especially  from  the  numerous  War  Industries  which  have 
been  built  up  in  the  various  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

Although  we  shall  miss  the  considerable  support  which  came 
from  America  and  the  Colonies,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  War  has 
become  more  widespread  and  the  urgent  appeal  for  charitable 
support  is  nearer  to  their  homes,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that 
the  appeals  to  our  own  people  have  made  up  the  deficit  which  we 
rather  anticipated  during  the  year.  The  urgent  need  of  funds 
during  the  coming  year  will  become  obvious  when  it  is  understood 
that  the  Maintenance  Account  of  the  Hospital  has  increased  by 
£5,000  since  the  year  1938. 

It  would  have  been  quite  impossible  to  maintain  the  Hospital  in 
the  present  highly  efficient  manner  without  the  generous  support 
the  Maintenance  Account  has  received  from  the  War  Emergency 
Fund. 

The  abbreviation  of  this  Report,  which  is  a  Wartime  measure, 
makes  it  impossible  for  us  to  continue  the  past  practice  of  printing  a 
list  of  subscribers,  but  among  some  of  the  important  grants  which 
have  been  received  for  which  the  Committee  are  most  grateful,  are 
the  following  :
